BIG BLAZE AT CONEY 


New York’s Pleasure Resort 
Suffers Severe Loss. 


MILLION DOLLARS DAMAGE 


Fireman Fatally Injured — Flames 
Spread With Alarming Rapidity— 
Twenty Sneall Hotels Wiped Out 
—Steeplechase Park Destroyed 
—Legless Wonder Rescued— 
Luna Park Had Close Call. 
New York, July 29.—Coney Island, 
the playground of New York's mil- 


lions, was visited by a disastrous fire 
early yesterday and seven blocks in 


the amusement zone were completely | 


destroyed. 
Tilyou’s Steeplechase Park, and 
nearly 20 small hotels were wiped 
out, and for a time the flames threat- 
ened Luna Park and Dreamland and 
tho scores of smaller places which 
fringe the water’s edge for a mile. 
A lucky shift of the wind to sea- 
ward aided the firemen and probably 
saved the whole picturesque area, but 
not until a million dollars damage 
had been done. 


Three persons were injured, one of, ' 


them, Gottfried Messerli, o fireman, 
probably fatally. 


Only the advance guard of the 300,- | 


000 people who flocked to Coney Is- 
land yesterday saw the fire, but the 
thrilling tales of the fearless rescue 
of Sam Dora, the armless and legless 
man, and the flight of Francesco, the 


fire eater, when the alarm was sound- } 


ed, were told and retold along noisy 
Surf avenue and in the Jess particular 
Bowery. 

Coney Island has had four big fires 
in the last ten years, the last pre- 
vious one being in 1903, “The Steeple- 
chase” on that occasion being swept 
out as it was yesterday. 

“The Island,” as New Yorkers fa- 
miliarly call it, was just turning in 
for its early morning nap—the only, 
sleep it ever gets— and the last thin 
line of Saturday night merrymakers 
were swinging gaily, if somewhat un- 
certainly up Surf avenue, when Geo. 
Frost, a watchman at Steeplechase 
Park, spied a wavering trail of smoke 


coming from the “Cave of the Winds,” ' 


one of the many shows in the park. 

Scarcely had Frost bestirred himself 
when a flash of flame shot out of the 
maw of the cave and lighted up the 
place with a wierd glare. A patrol- 
man heard the cry of “fire,” for that 
shout at Coney Island is an ominous 
one—and alarm after alarm was rung 
in until the fourth had been sound- 
ed, bringing scores of engines and 
hosecarts to fight the flames now be- 
ing borne along by the smart west 
wind. f 

The inflammable character-wood 
staff and papier mache of the con- 
structive material of the many at- 
tractions, made fine food for the 
flames, 

Fire Commissioner Lantry, seeing 
that nothing could be saved in the 
park, ordered that all efforts be con- 
centrated on the east side of the burn- 
ing blocks to keep the fire from 
reaching the flimsy buildings in the 
Bowery, and thus reaching Dream- 
land and Luna Park. The firemen 


were massed at the entrance of the | 


Bowery and, although a Japanese 
skating rink, a small dance hall and 
a restaurant were destroyed there, 
the fire was checked. 


DIVORCES MAY BE ILLEGAL. 


British Columbia Has Raised Ques- 
tion of Provincial Powers. 
Vancouver, July 29.—The Minister 
of Justice will bs asked to take part in- 
arguing the question raised here as 
to the powers of the provincial court 
in matters of divorce. The point is 
whether the B.N.A. Act, which in- 
cludes marriage and divorce among 
the exclusive powers of the Dominion 
Parliament, did not sweep away the 
rights of the courts in this province 
and Nova Scotia, which alone of the

til now unquestioned, since pre-con- 
federation days, and British Colum-~ 
bia since 1857, when the then colony, 
adopted this law of England. 

Justice Clement, formerly of Toron- 
to, raised the quet#on in a local case., 
A stated case is likely to go to the 
Privy Council. If the two provinces 
have not this power, Ottawa would 
have to pass an enabling act to vali- 
date all the illegal divorce decrees of 
both provinces. 


Suicides With Gas. ; 
Stratford, July 29.—While brooding 
over his wife’s death, William Donald- 
son, aged 44, committed suicide during 
Saturday night by inhaling gas. Yes- 
terday morning he was sitting beside 
the gas range with a gas tube in his 
hand, and dead. For some months ne 
had been carefully watched, as it was 
feared that in his state of mental de- 
rangement he would attempt his life. 
Deceased was for 28 years an employe’ 
of the Grand Trurk shops, and is 
survived by two children. This latter 
case makes four suicides in Stratford 
inside of three weeks.

TWENTY MET DEATH 


Women and Children Perish in 
New York Tenement. 


—Many Mortally Wounded—House 
Front Fell Out— Victims Had No 
Chance to Escape—Beaten Back 

From Safety by Smoke and 
Flame—East Side Holocaust. 


New York, July 30.—After an all- 
night search of the ruins of the six- 
Storey tenement at No. 222 Christie 
street, which was burned shortly af- 
ter midnight, the police announced 
eat there were twenty victims of the 

ire, 

_ The bodies of the dead were found 
in all sorta of unexpected places, to 
which persons had fled after the fire 
broke out. Almost all of the bodies 
were burned) beyond! recognition, many 
to such an extent that 1t was impos- 
sible to distinguish the sex. A ma- 
jority of the victims, the police be- 
lieved, were women andi children. 

The burned building was one of 
those old-fashioned tenements com- 
mon to the east side, with a store 
on the ground floor and the apart- 
ments upstairs crowded’ with tenants, 
mainly Italians, » 

The fire started in the store and 
swept through the building with such 
rapidity that a fifth of the 100 tenants 
in the place met a horrible death, 

Another score, though they escaped 
with their lives, were more or less 
burned or otherwise injured. 

A passer-by was attracted by the 
explosion, which apparently occurred 
on the basement floor. As, he turned 
toward the building the whole front, 
with its flimsy fire-escapes, fell into 
the street and from the sagging floors 
a score of half awakened persons 
dropped into the street. 

Many of these were badly hurt, but 
they proved to be the more fortunate 
of the tenants, for in another moment 
the building was wrapped in flames 
and the cries of the persons burning 
to death rent the air. 

In the wild panic that followed 
many suffered mortal injury. The po- 
lice and firemen, who soon reached 
the scene, attempted to take the im- 
perilled tenants from the side and! 
rear windows, but few who were free 
to act did not wait for assistance. 
but jumped into the street. 

Several who sought escape by a rear 
stairway were driven back by chok- 
ing smoke. Some of these made their 
way through the fire to other exits, 
but more fell, overcome in the hall, 
\ to be dragged out insensible. 

Of the dead and dying the larger 
part were women and children. In 
the mad scramble for exit and safety, 
the stronger in most cases survived. 


The flames were not controlled un- | 


til the building was practically in 
ashes, when the search for the bodies 
began.

FIRE FOLLOWS EXPLOSION | RECENT ‘WAR FORGOTTEN €REW’S GALLANT CONDUCT

Aubum, N.Y., July 29.—The steam- 
beat Frontenac was burned anal 
beached opposite Farley’s Point, on 
Lake Cayuga, yesterday, and mine 
ares were loat.

women and children 

and all wero drowned. Beveral ollicr, 
Passengers were severely burned be-. 
fore the boat could be beached. She 
lies burned and blackened in sevem 
feet of water. The bodies of the vio- 
tims have been recovered, and the: 
injured are being cared for at the: 
homes of persons near the scene ofi 
the wreck. 

The steamer Frontenac, an old side- 
wheeler, double-deck craft, which had’ 
plied between Ithaca and Cayuga, on 
Lake Cayuga, for the past 23 years, 
left the former place yesterday after- 
noon for the uppertlake points, car- 
Tying 50 passengers and a crew of 12 
men: 

In mid-lake fire broke out in the 
engine-room. Fanned by a stiff north- 
east wind, it spread quickly to the 
after section of the boat. The crew 
behaved bravely and fought the flames 
at first. Then seeing that nothing 
could save the boat, they turned all 
their attention to the passengers. 
Life-preservers were pat on everyone 
who could be found in the short time 
Biven, but despite them efforts nine 
women and ‘children perished. Cap-. 
tain Brown directed this work, and 
was the last to leave the burning boat. 

The strong contrast with the cool- 
ness and courage of the crew was the 
panic, and, in some instances, coward- 
ice, of many of the men passengers. 
In their efforts to save themselves, 
they seriously impeded the work of 
the crew and endangered the lives of 
everyone on the steamer. This is ac- 
cording to the statements of th crew. 

It is not known how the nine wo- 
men and children were thrown into 
the water. It is thought, however, 
that in terror they either jumped into 
the water as the boat neared the 
shore, or were forced overboard in the 
Tush to get into the boats that put off. 
The bodies were recovered near shore. 


TRACK TAMPERED WITH. 


Attempt Made to Wreck the Canadian 
Northern Express. 

Port Arthur, July 30.—An attempt 
was made Sunday to wreck the Cana- 
dian Northern express. 

When a freight train, west bound, 
reached the forty-three-mile post, it 
was noticed that the track had’ been 
tampered with, and the train was 
stopped. 

At the curve the fishplates and 
spikes had been withdrawn, and there 
was nothing holding the rails. 

The place where it had evidently 
been decided to wreck the train is 
one of the most dangerous on the 
toad.

be definitely settled’ In Archvoid's 
Qiisinal Pleading, 23rd ed. p. 186, 
ihe rule is thus expressed: NO; 
trial for felony can be had except 
in the presence of the defendant, ant 
he must, it is said, stand in tu 
dock to be tried”; citing Regina v. 
St. Georg>, 9 C. and P. 4537 Regint 
y. Douglas, C, and Mar, 195; Regina 
y. Zuluetz, J. GC. and Ks 215, 1 Cox. 
20. In Hoscoe’s Criminal Eviience, 
Vth ed. pag2 171, it is said: “fo 
all cases of felony the prisoner mast 
toke his place within the dock.” As 
vender the Criminal Code, cases are 
no longer divided into felonies and 
misdemeanors, it is sugzested that 
the reasonable course would be to 
jaold that the rule as to the pris- 
ener standing in the dock shoul! ap- 
ply in all cases where, on conviction, 
ihe pumshment may be as much as 
5 years’ imprisonment. It is mot

SQUAW CHOKED TO DEATH 


Rope Was Slowly Tightened Around 
Her Neck While Onlookers Applaud 
—Perpetrators Sought to Foil Evil 
Spirit — The Executioners Ap- 
plauded and Honored—Arrests 
For the Murder Followed. 0 


Ottawa, Aug. 2—Joseph and Jack 
Fidler, the chief and medicine man of 
the Bandy Lake Crees, are under ar- 
rest al Norway House, ‘about 200 miles 
frora Kenora. 
the murder of a squaw. 

It is a cage of a savage tribal cus- 
tom. The woman became ill last 
spring and grew delirious. These In- 
dians hold that when a person dies 
delirious an evil spirit, one Wendigo, 
escapes from the body to the weeds, 
Inghtens away the game, and a fa 
mine ensues. The band. according to 
custom appointed their chief and 
medicine man to choke the sick 
squaw, so that the spirit might not 
escape with the breath, but remain 
secure in the dead body. 

Before the whole band the chief 
and the medicine man did the deed. 
A rope about the squaw’s neck was 
tightened by the two leaders of ‘the 
band until the ravings of the woman 
were stopped and the evil spirit was 
imprisoned and the game preserved. 

The Fidlers asked the officials not 
to be too severe with them, as they 
had no idea that they were doing 
wrong. They were merely doing their 
duty by the band and followed the 
custom of their fathers. The exect- 
tion of this duty was a high honor, 
and, according to custom, the execu- 
tioners were handsomely fed by the 
parents of the victim. 

The authorities here are trying to 
decide whether it will be easier to 
send a judge to Norway House to try 
the case, or have the prisoners and 
witnesses sent to Edmonton for trial. 


HEAD WAS BURIED. 


Unknown Man Meets With Ghastly 
End !n Bush Beyond North River. 
Sauli Ste. Marie, Aug. 2—The body 

of an unknown man was found in the 

bush, 20 miles north of Blind River 
on the Tote road, near Eddy’s lum- 
ber camp. 

Every indication points to foul play, 
as the head was missing, and it is 
said the pockets of the clothes worn 
by the man were turned inside out. 

The head was later discovered bur- 
ied near by, but owing to the fact 
that the body had lain in the bush 
for considerable time identification is 
rendered impossible. The hands are 
also missing, and have not been 
found. 

The body was found by a lumber- 
man while passing through the bush. 

The coroner and Provincial Con- 
stable Graham of Blind River, acting 
under instructions from Crown At 
torney Mi , have gone to make 
a thorough investigation. 

“The body was that of a young man 
-of small sive, wearing a dark suit and 
ten shoes. 
~ Mrs. W. Shewtelt, a young married 
woman of Blind River, was assaulted 
‘nm ber home there by an unknown 
man in the absence of her husband. 
Wednesday night. The man broke 
dimto the house, and intimidated the 
‘woman by firing a revolver, the bul- 
let from which entered the pillow of 
the bed. Her husband is foreman in 
‘a camp at Blind River.

Welland, Aug. 2.—Andrew Hoover, 
whose farm adjoins the Town of Wel- 
land, has suffered the loss of his 
large barn and the season’s hay crop, 
amounting to about fifty tons. 

It is thought that the fire was start- 
ed by his daughter Margaret, a wo- 
man of 34 years, who js demented.

NO COAL. 


Looks as Though Northwest Would 
Again Suffer Fuel Famine. 

Cleveland, Aug. 3.—The northwest 
will suffer a more severe coal famine 
during the commg winter than the 
record-breaking one last year, which 
cost 80 many lives, according to local 
coal shippers. 

It is declared that the inability of 
the railroads to supply the boats with 
enough coal and the great demand 
for ore, occasioned by the closing of 
the strike of ore handlers, wifl bring 
about a far-reaching shortage of fuel 
at the upper lakes. With good for- 
tune the region out beyond the upper 
lakes will have from 3,000,000 to 
5,000,000 tons of coal less than it will 
require, according to estimates. 

Ohio shippers are rushing fuel to 
the upper lakes ports in every vessel 
they can charter. Since the opening 
of navigation shipments to the head 
of the lakes are considerably greater 
at this time than a year ago. A prom- 
inent mine owner said yesterday.: 

“There are now 100 big ore carriers 
up the lakes awaiting cargoes. They 
cannot get away till the ore reaches 
the docks, which means a delay of 
perhaps 10 days. Those huge vessels 
when they reach Ohio ports with ore 
are not going to take back coal. 

“No vessel owner who is not under 
contract to carry coal will wait for 
a coal load, so the northwest prob- 
ably, even with 12,000,000 tons of coal 
on the docks by Dee, 1, will experi- 
enee angther fuel famine before next 
spring. 


CROWNED HEADS MEET. 


Elaborate Preparations Made to En- 
sure Safety of Nicholas.

Berlin, Aug. 3—Emperor William 
of Germany and Emperor Nicholas of 
Russia are to meet to-day in the Bal- 
tic Sea off Swinemunde. 

Emperor William will be on board 
the imperial yacht Hohenzollern, and 
the Russian Emperor on his yacht, 
the Standart. 

The German Baltic fleet will be 
Present to give color to the occasion. 

The German authorities are taking 
every precaution to ensure the safety 
of the Russian Emperor. A large 
number of marine policemen will be 
sent today from Stettin to Swine- 
tmunde to do guard duty on shore. 

The Nordeutscher Allegemeine 
Zeitung publishes 2 welcome to Em- 
peror Nicholas at the head of its col- 
umns yesterday evening. It an- 
mnounces that the Russian sovereign 
is coming for several days of friendly 
intercourse with Emperor William. 
This meeting is pre-eminently person- 
al in character, the paper says, it is 
dictated by no specific political pur- 
pose, and there is therefore no occa- 
Sion for any one to view it with dis- 
trust or suspicion. In conclusion the 
paper says: 

“The German people see in this 
meeting an expression of the hearty 
relations existing between the houses 
of the two rulers and between the 
two countries, that are bound togeth- 
er by many mutual interests.” 


+, PULLS OUT. 
Richardson Withdraws From Idaho 
Case on Account of His Associate. 
Denver, Col., Aug. 3—The News 
yesterday says that EK. F. Richardson 
of Denver, who was one of W. D. 
Haywood’s counsel] at Boise, has with-

“The whole sum and substance of 
the matter is that I cannot endure 
Darrow’s methods,” said Richardson.

Money for Mexico. 

Montreal, Aug. 3.—It is said that

A large amount of Canadian capital 
las been invested in Mexican enter- 
prises, both electric and mining, and 
Mr. Creel, who has during the princi- 
pal part of his life been closely asso- 
ciated with Mexican banks and rail- 
ways, desires to effect alliances be- 
tween the banks of which he is the 


principal banking institutions 
Canada. The obit of this alliance 
is a freer inflow of capital from Can- 
ada to Mexico. : 

Mr. Creel had conferences with the 
heeds of the Bank of Montreal, the 
Bank of Commerce and other finan- 
eta] institutions. 


Pure Food Congress. 

Paris, Aug. 3—When Harvey W. 
Wiley, chief of the bureau of chemis- 
try in the United States Agricaltral 
Department, returns to Washington 
he ‘will recammend that the Ameri- 
can Government call an international 
pure food congress to establish inter- 
national food standards. He says the 
French Government is favorable to 
this scheme. . 

While in France Mr. Wiley has in- 
vestigated the use of sulphate of cop- 
per in peas and other vegetables ex- 
ported to America.

Trent Property Finally Vested im- 
Ottawa Government. 


ONTARIO HOLDS THE MINES 


Province of Ontario Transfers Locks, 
Dams, Water Rights and Lands— 
Owners and Lessees of Lumber 
Rights Protected—Dominion to 
Keep Works In Repair — An 
Important Agreement. 


Ottawa, Aug. 2—An agreement h 
been reached between the Dominiom 
Government “and the Goyernment of 
Ontario, by which the province trans-- 
fers to the Dominion all the locks 
dams, rights in waters and flooded 
lands owned by it along the Tren: 
Valley Canal. 

The Dominion agrees to keep the 
works in repair and good conditiom - 
including the lock and three swing 
bridges at Lindsay, the lock at Bal 
sam Lake and the lock and swing 
bridge at Young’s Point, and pledges 
itself to pay the province at the rate 
of 50 cents per acre for any unpatent— 
ed lands which may be flooded by 
the construction of reservoirs, and te 
compensate private owners also, wstin- 
the provision + in case it is im— 
possible to arrive at a setilement Lhe 
‘dispute shall be referred to the Ea 
ehequer Court for decision. 

It is further provided that all mime= 
and minerals on unpatented lands 
taken over and flooded in the conra= 
of the construction of reservoirs, shalt 
be preserved to the province and that 
all mines and minerals on patented 
lands are to remain the property of 
the province until a proper compen-— 
sation be granted therefor. 

The Dominion also guarantees te 
the owners and lessees of umber 
lands all rights previously possessed” 
by them, with the provision that im 
case such owner or lessee is das— 
satisfied with the Government's terme 
he may appeal to the Excheqme - 
Court.

MEN-0°-WAR PARADE 


King Edward Reviews Two Hun- 
dred Battleships. | 


WAS IMPOSING SPECTACLE 


— | 


Magnificent Pageant at Opening of 
Cowes Regatta—Splondid Array of 
War Vessels—35,000 Officers and 

Men Present — British Bluc- 
jackets Cheer Their Sovereign 
—Decorated the Admirals. 


Portsmouth, Wng., Aug. 5.—The 200 
ships-of-war constitating Great Bri- 
tain’s home fleet paraded before King 
Edward and Queen Alexandra Satur- 
day on the Solent and incidentally 
furnished o magnificent pageant for 
the opening of the annual Cowes re- 
gatta week. 

Spread out in long lines between 
the Isle of Wight and the Hampshire 
shore this splendid array of vessels, 
great and small, formed a steel city, 
with a population of 35,000 officers 
and men. Never before have so many 
British men-of-war been seen together 
under the control of a single admiral. 

From the battleship Dreadnought 
down to the smallest submarine every 
vessel was decked from stem to stern 
with flags. The crews were assembled 
on deck and as the King and Queen, 
on board the royal yacht Victoria and 


‘ Albert, passed down tho lines, each 


ship’s company gave a rousing cheer, 
Tor eleven miles up and down the 
King and Queen steamed between 
steel walls. 


Bul notwithstanding the cases which 
have no foundation in fact there 
have been enough actual cases of as- 
sault on children to cause the police 
ag well as parents much worry.

Anna Messner, 
Rippolone, a shoemaker, and Bontfan- 
ta, his assistant, are still held by the 
coroner. 

The police are convinced that the 
murderer of the child is some one 
who was well-known in the neigh- 
borhood, and who knew the little girl. 

‘An Italian by mame of Marias Sallo - 
was arrested and held on a charge 
of attempted assault on Anna Rogers, 
a young girl living in Brooklyn. The , 
girl says as she was walking down 
the street Sallo seized her by the 
arm and tried to drag her into a va- 
eant lob. Her screams brought a 
crowd, who attacked Sallo and were 
only prevented from seriously injur- 
ing him by a policeman, who drove 
them back with his revolver. 

The body of the young woman 
foond in an areaway in Kast 90th 
street several days ago is still un- 
identified at the morgue. 

Frank Powers, proprietor of a lunch 
room, was arraigned in Yorkville 
court and held for further examina- 
tion. Three young girls testified that 
he offered them money to walk in,

Last night’s victim was Miss Ellen 
Bulger, a woman of middle age, who 
was attacked in her apartments in 
the Bronx, cruelly beaten )and left in 
a helpless state.

the Preference—Favors Hali- 
fax Summer and Winter. 


Montreal, Aug. 3.—‘Naturally I |.

Dominion, and I cannot see but what 
this present prosperity which we are 
now enjoying all over the country 

continue for several years to 
come. This is, in fact, but a repeti- | 
tion of what took place in the United 
States after they had recovered from 
the effects of their civil war,’ said 
Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal, 
who reached the city yesterday morn- 
ing, accompanied by his daughter, 
the Hon. Mrs. Howard. 

Lord Strathcona compared the posi- 
tion of the Liberal party of England 
under William Ewart Gladstone, with 
its radically changed policy under Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman, , 
stated that, although they had not ad- 
vanced so far as to adopt the prefer- 
ence any they were distinctly 
friendly to the colonigs, and espec- 
ially to the Dominion of Canada. 

This, he thought, was clearly mani- | 
fest, when they readify adbered to 
the idea of meeting the representative 
men of the colonies every four years 
for the purpose of discussing ques- 
tions of importance to both the Moth- 
erland and the colonies, and also when 
they consented {o the principle of 
what has been named the “all-red 
Speaking at length on this matter, 

Lord Strathcona declared that there 

was nothing to indicate any change 

of attitude on the part of the British 

Ministry since the day they gave their 

consent to this great project at the re- 

cent conference. The British Govern 
ment, through the Colonial Secretary 
and other Ministers, accepted this pro- 
ject, which they no doubt realmed 

‘would be of the greatest posaible bene- 

to the Empire as a whole, and he 

lieved that this adhesion would be 
carried into practical effect in due 
season. 

He said, however, that the project 
was @ very serious one, and one of 
supreme importance, consequently no- 
thing could be done in haste and with- 
out a mature consideration of every 
phase of the question. While it was 
quite true that he had the greatest 
confidence in the project, it was a mis- 
take to say that he had ever pro- 
nounced himself in favor of any par- 
, ticolar British port. He, however, 
\always favored Halifax as the Cana- 
dian terminal port, and when his lord- 
ship was asked if this remark meant all’ 

‘the year round his lordship replied, 
\ “Yes, all the year round,” and then 
he went on to calculate the time that 

a fast railway train should take to 

make the ran from Halifax to Mont- 
‘real, and arrived at the conclusion 

that when the track and roadbeds of 
our railways are put in first-class con- 
dition, as they, of course, must be, 
to admit of such a service, the run 
will be easily made in from 15 to 16 
hours, 
“Yes,” he added, “the trip across 
the Atlantic will be ‘made in four 
_ days, and from Halifax to the com- 
mercial capital of the Dominion in 
two-thirds of another day, making 
the route preeminently the fastest 
from the old to the new world.”

Quebec, Aug. 6—Mr. Henri Bonr- 
assa, the member for Labelle, was 
announced to deliver an address on 
provineial politics at a meeting last 
night in St. Roch, but failed to get 
much of a hearing. The meeting was 
held on the Jacques Cartier market 
Square, and from 1,000 to 1,500 peo- 
ple were present.

From the first it 
was evident that trouble was brow- 
ing. Mr. Lavergne, who spoke first, 
was frequently interrupted, and a 
few missiles wore thrown. Mr. Bour- 
assa when he rose to speak was greet- 
ed by a section of the crowd with de- 
risive cheers, and his remarks were 
almost drowned by singing and noise. 
A number of missiles were also 
thrown. Finally some semblance of 
order was restored, and he went on 
with his remarks, going into such pro-

Ottawa, Aug. 6—The grand stand 
and several of the Exhibition build- 
ings were totally destroyed by fire 
last night. Athletic sports had been 
held in the afternoon, and it is pre- 
sumed that someone left the lighted 
stub of a cigar on the stand. 

The stand, the central experiment- 
al farm building, the C.P.R. offices, 
the ticket office, and, in fact, all the 
frame structures, went up. The loss 
will be about $60,000. 


Hawk's Mills Destroyed. 

Toronto, Aug. 6.—Fire last might 
destroyed Hawk’s lumber mills on 
Patton road, and, together with the 
buildings, most all the lumber im: the 
yard was burned. 

The alarm was given about 10.15) 
and at that time the whole structure 
was a mass of flames. The brigade 
answered promptly, and the men got 
to work quickly, but the fire had al- 
ready made too much progress. 

Two steamers answered the call, but 
only one was used, and the pressure 
did not seem to be very good. 

The total loss on the building will 
amount to about $6,000, with no in- 
surance, 

The origin of the fire is unknown, 
but it is thought to be incendiary.

TURKS RAID PERSIA 


Troops Swarming Over the 


Northwest Frontier. 
CHRISTIANS ARE MASSACRED 


Village of Mavanch Destroyed—Sev- 
enty-Eight Inhabitants Killed— 
Mostly Women and Children— 
Not Caused by Invaders—Per- 
sian Soldiers Join. Turks— 
Large City Is Threatened. 
Teheran, Persia, Aug. 6—The in- 
earsions of Turkish troops across the 
northwest frontier of Persia, which 
for some time has been in abeyance, 

lave broken out. 

A serious riot has oecurred near 
Urumiah, 6,000 Turkish troops, with 
artillery, having crossed the frontier 
and destroyed Mavanch. Seventy- 


‘ eight villagers, of whom 60 were wo- 
| men and children, mostly Christians, 


were killed.

Signals haye been arranged by 
which the French cruiser Galilee will 
bombard the native quarter of Casa- 
blanca in the event of a renewal of 
the attacks on Europeans. 

The French cruiser Duchayla has 
gone to Mazagan, off the coast of 
Moroceo, in answer to the appeals of 
Europeans there. 

The expeditionary force to be sent 
to Morocco by the French Govern- 
ment will consist of two battalions of 
Algerian sharpshooters, and a batta- 
lion of the foreign legion, making a 
total of 2,400 infantry; two batteries 
of artillery, a detachment of 300 light 
cavalry and half a squadron of Span-

Judge Hazel Receives Another Batch 
of Indictments. 
Jamestown, N. Y., Aug. 10.—Judge 
Hazel in the Federal Court for the 
western district of New York receiv- 
ed from the grand jury yesterday a 
partial report of the investigations 
which have been made of the Goy- 
ernment’s charges against the Stand- 
ard Qil Co., the Vacuum Oil Co., 
the New York Central, and the Penn- 
sylvania i is of giving and re 
cetying special and illegal coneessions 
on the shipments of oil from Olean 

to points in Vermont. 

The report includes the presentation 
of two indictments against the Stan- 
ard Oil Co., two against the Vacuum 
Oil Co., two against the New York 
Central and Pennsylvania jointly, and 
two against each of these railroads 
separately, a total of ten indictments. 
Of the two indictments against each 
corporation, one contains 183 counts, 
and the other 40 counts. 

To Dissolve “Standard Oil.” 

St. Louis, Aug. 10.—The first testi- 
mony in the Government’s St. Louis 
suit to dissolve the Standard Oil trust 
will be taken in the postoffice build- 
ing at New York Sept. 3. 

The testimony will mark the actual 
beginning of the Government's fight 
to overthrow the Standard and the 70 
or more subsidiary corporations allied 
with it. 

At this minute, with 2 fine of $29,- 
240,000 hanging over its coffers, the 
Standard Oil Co,, either under that 
mame or under the name of one or 
another of the dozens of companies 


owned by it, is under indictment in | 
five federal districts—namely, West- ° 


ern New York, Western District of 
Louisiana, Eadtern District of Mis- 
souri, Western District of Tennessee 
and Northern District of Ilmois. 
There are only 15 indictments, but 
inasmuch as each count covers a sep- 
arate offence, the trust is liable un- 
der the counts thus pending to fines 
amounting to $114,750,000, which is 
more than the capital stock of the 
parent corporation. 

The indictments brought understate 
statutes, it is believed, ron up into 
the hundreds.

ALLEGED GOAL comBINE. 


Movement on Foot to Indict Dealers 
at Ottawa. 

Ottawa, Aug. 20.—A movement has 
been engineered’to have the cou! mor- 
chants of Ottawa indicted before the 
grand jury at the Wall Agsizes. 

Coal has risen during the last two 
weeks from $7.25 to $7.75 per ton, and 
a “coal combine’ is alleged. The mat- 
ter is now in legal hands and adyice 
is awaited as to whether the advance 
made unanimously by the dealers 
comes within the scope of the classes 
of the criminal code prohibiting com- 
‘binations in restraint of trade, 

If the legal opinion ig that the law 
covers fhe case an indictment will be 
laid, but if there is any doubt on the 
matter it, is proposed that a move- 
ment, shall be inaugurated for the sign- 
ing of a mammoth petition to Chief 
Justice Faleonbridge, who will preside 
at the Fall Assizes, to ask him to 
mention, in his address to the grand 
jury, the undue inerease in the price 
of a necessity of life in this latitude. 

It is understood by those who are 
“engineering” the movement that the 
traffic managers of the railways are: 
ready to testify that there has been 
no increase in freight rates; in fact, 
the opposite is the case. 


INSPECTOR BLOWN UP.

The banks could invest 
where they pleased, and they were 
not inspected, but the insurance com- 
panies were compelled by the Gov- 
ernment to invest in certain securi- 
ties, and the Insurance Department 
saw to it that the assets were always 
on hand to protect the policyholder. 


FLEAS SPREAD DISEASE. 


Bubonic Plague Germ Traced to Para- 
sites Infesting Rats. 

Simla, Aug. 20.—The Indian Goy- 
ernment announces that the plague 
commission, which has just finished 
the first stage of its enquiry, decided 
that the bubonic plague is spread by 
tats, that the vehiele of the conta- 
gion is the rat flea, and that the life 
of the plague germ in the soil, floors 
and walls is of short duration.

HAGUE WILL DECIDE 


Newfoundland Fisheries Dispute 
Goes to Conference. 


MODUS VIVENDI TO CONTINUE 


Compulsory Arbitration May Be 
Agreed Upon — Powers Favor Per- 
manent Court—Germany Does Not 

Want World Treaty—Obligatory 
Only Upon Agreeing Powers 
—Question of Appeals. 


London, Aug, 21—The American 
Government, which has taken the lead 
at The Hague Peace Conference in 
endeavoring to promote arbitration, 
will be responsible for giving The 
Hague tribunal the most important 
case yeb submitted to it, in the New- 
foundland fisheries dispute, which un- 
doubtedly will be taken there as a re- 
sult of the negotiations conducted in 
London between the Foreign Office 
and the American ambassador, White- 
law Reid. 

Both the Foreign Office and the 
embassy maintain diplomatic reserve, 
bat it has been learned, from unques- 
tionable sources that the long corre- 
spondence made it seem that their 
contentions could not be harmonized 
and had reached an umpasse. 

Finally Mr. Reid made a proposal 
to submit the dispute to the arbitra- 
tion of The Hague tribunal, having 
fhe authority of President Roosevelt 
and Secretary Root to do so, After a 
weok or two of consideration the Brit- 
ish Government accepted the propoa- 
al, and then the American Govern- 
ment proposed that for another year, 
while the matter was under arbitra- 
tion, the fisheries should be conduct 
ed as they were last year, under the 
same modus vivendi. 

There has been delay in concluding 
the arrangement, While the British 
Government has secured the assent of 
Sir Robert Bond, the Newfoundland 
Premier, to the ent, Sir Robert, 
undoubtedly will be reluctant to ac 
cept the modus vivendi, which be op- 
posed strongly last season. However, 
there is little doubt that the agree- 
ment will be enforced and that the 
fisheries, during the new season be- 
ginning next week, will be conducted 
on the same methods as the last. 

Obligatory Arbitration. 

The Hague, Aug. 21.—Nearly all of 
fle Governments have sent instruc- 
tions to their delegates to make an 
effort to bring about some kind of

gatory arbitration. It is believed that 
it will only be possible to conclude 
a convention providing for obligatory 
arbitration among the powers which 
agree to it. ae 

Servia has presented a proposition 
aiming to make the awards of arbi- 
tration tribunals obligatory on the 
signatory powers after an appeal has 
resulted in the confirmation of the 
first judgment. : 

It is understood that all the Latin- 
American states will accept a per- 
manent arbitration court, although 
making reserves regarding the allot- 
ment of judges if all the countries are 
to be represented. 


Emigrants Not Deceived. 

London, Aug. 21.—(C. A. P.)—In the 
House of Commons the Lord Advo- 
cate, replying to Mr. Cleland, stated 
that many complaints had been re- 
ceived from Scottish emigrants to 
Canada that promises of employment 
and wages, whereby they were induc- 
ed to emigrate were unfulfilled. The 
complaints were subject to careful 
enquiry, and the results so far_un- 
justified the proceedi: that the Lord 
‘Advocate announced any offenders in 
this direction were liable to severe 
penalties.

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BOTHA CRITICIZED. 


Purchase of Diamond for King Not 
Altogether Disinterested. 
London, Aug, 21.—The plan of Pre- 
mier Botha of the Transvaal to pre- 
sent the Cullinane diamond to King 
Edward meets with much criticism 
both in England and the Transvaal, 
The finances of the colony are in 
bad condition, and many persons 
think thet the expense of purchase 
($1,000,000), is unnecessary. More- 
over, the magnates of the Premier 
Diamond Mining Co. have found the 
Cullinane diamond to be a white ele- 
phant. ‘There is no market for such 
huge stones. The Premier people are 
political supporters of Gen. Botha’s 
party and critics say that if the stone 
belonged to the De Beers Co., which 
is an opponent of Gen. Botha, there 
would have been no thought of pre- 
senting the diamond to the King, add- 
ing that the Botha party wants to 
gain the credit for a patriotic act, 
while putting money from the treas- 
ury in the pockets of their friends at 
a time when the colony can ill afford 

such luxuries. 

Mr. Asquith, replying in the House 
of Commons to the allegation that the 
Transyaal loan bill is an invidious 
form of colonial preference, said no 
communication had reached the Gov- 
ernment from any responsible states- 
man through the Empire in protest, 
or even criticism, of the loan. 

The truth was, the self-governing 
colonies regarded the matter entirely 
from the point of view as a Govern- 
ment guarantee, 

The loan was inevitable through un- 
forseen consequences of the war, 
wherein they played so conspicuous 
and honorable a part, and as a ne- 
cessary incident of the completion of 
the settlement, which settlement, as 
all know from the language of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier had been ratified by 
practically the unanimous sentiment 
of the self-governing colonies of the 
Empire. The second reading of the 
bill carried by a majority of 137.

It is understood that the men will 
see Sir Thomas Shaughnessy this 
morning and failing to come to a 
satisfactory agreement they will stop 
work this afternoon. 

New York, Aug. 21.—Officials of the 
two big telegraph companies stated 
yesterday that business is moving 
normally and that, as far as they are 
concerned, the strike is-over. The 
strikers deny this statement. Harry 
Behnekin, an operator, became insane 
in the Wester Union operating rooms, 
yesterday from overwork and was re- 
moved to Bellevue Hospital. 


Farmer’s Wife Murdered. 

Camden, N. J., Aug. 21.—While Ed- 
ward Homer, a farmer, was trying 
early yesterday to extinguish a fire 
thought to have been kindled in his 
barn for the apparent purpose of 
drawing him from his home, at Mer- 
chantville, a few miles from: this city, 
someone entered the house and mur- 
dered his wife with an axe, and with 
the same weapon Victoria 
Napoli, an Italian servant, who prob- 
ably went to the rescue of her mis- 
tress. The servant died a short time 
later in a hospital in this city. 

A negro named Charles Gibson was 
arrested on suspicion. He had two 
pawn tickets for watches, which, when 
located, were found to bear the name 
of “Horner.” 


Mysterious Death. 

Ottawa, Aug. 21.—A farmer named 
Thomas McTiernan, while driving 
home towards Bryson, Que., met an 
intoxicated man, John Matheson, who 
did not reply to his salutation. A 
few yards further on he had to pull 
up as his rig could not pass. A dead 
body lay on the road. It was Hugh 
Matheson, brother of the first. There 
was blood on the face of the dead 
man. The brothers Matheson lived 
about two acres from the spot and 
had been drinking in Bryson. 

Drove Horse to Death. 

St. Catharines, Aug. 21.—A boy of 
about 17, who gave his name as La- 
vern Adams, charged with stealing ao 
horse and buggy from A. H. Pettirt, 
fruit grower, of Winona. He stole the 
horse one night last week, and drove 
it so hard that it fell dead at Atter- 
cliff. Then he sold the buggy and 
harness for $21, and proceeded to this 
city on foot. 


Explosion Kills One Hundred. 

Berlin, Aug. 21.—The directors of 
the Shantung Mining Co. yesterday 
received a cable message from Tsin- 
tau, announcing that an explosion 
of dynamite had occurred under- 
ground in the Fantsge Mine, killing 
two Germans and 110 Chinamen. 


Senate Building on Fire. 

Ottawa, Aug. 21.—The Parliament 
buildings of Canada were threatened 
with destruction by fire Monday night. 
Telephone and electric light wires 
cross at the entrance to the Senate 
side of the building and set the wood- 
work on fire.

ARBITRATION JUDGES. 


Four to Be Appointed At Hague For 
American Continent. 

The Hague, Aug. 28—Joseph WH. 
Choate and James Brown Scott, for 
the American delegation to the peace 
conference, have drawn up a new pro- 
position with respect to the allotment 
of judges for the international high 
court of justice. 

In this proposal the United States 
announces the willingness of all the

including the United States, to have 


ed for the 21 countries comprising the 
continent, on the understanding, ar- 
rived at through diplomatic channels, 
that this will reduce the matter of 
judges to 15, 

The proposal does not go any fur- 
ther, but itis understood that the 
Americans hope the other continents 
will take similar action, that Asia will 
be allotted two judges and Europe 
nine. 

The Hague, Aug. 2—R. Barboso 
(Brazil) protested against the appoint- 
ment of judges as projected by the 
American proposal, insisting that this 
question must be settled in a manner 
which fully recognized the equality of 
the powers.

SHOCKING SUICIDE. 


Clergyman Cuts His Throat In View 
; of Playing Children. - 

Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 28.—Rev. 
Dr. Edward H. Jewett, for fifteen 
years professor of pastoral theology in 
the General Theological Seminary in 
New York, committed suicide Sunday 
by cutting his throat. 

Dr. Jewett was seventy-eight years 
old, and was living with his son-in- 
law, the Rev. Angus M. Porter, rector 
of the Episcopal church at Redlands. 

The act was committed at Manhat- 
tan Beach, eighteen miles from this 
city, and was witnessed by a thousand 
persons, many of them children play- 
ing along the beach. 

Dr. Jewett was much impressed by 
the so-called Osler theory and fre- 
quently remarked: “T think that some 
way should be found ont of an’ un- 
bearable existence for old people who 
have outlived their usefulness. I think 
it should be provided that old men 
should be hit over the head with a 
club and mercifully killed.” 

He had suffered for several years 
from chronic rheumatism. 

Dr. Jewett was born in Nottingham, 
England, in 1830. He was the author 
of several works on religious thought 
and worship. 


Two Cobalt Accidents. 

Cobalt, Aug. 28—Alex. Grouelz, of 
middle age, who lived at Latchford, 
was almost instanthy killed yesterday 
afternoon by bemg struck on the head 
with a piece of ore, which weighed 
about a quarter of a pound. Grouelz 
was walking on the road which cross- 
es the railway and leads to the Nipis- 
sing dock, when a blast occurred on 
the Nipissing property and hurled the 
fatal chunk of rock seross the Cobalt 
Lake. The rock struck on the fore- 
head of the unfortunate man’s skull, 
erushing it in and also caused a slight 
abrasion near the nose. He lived only 
a few minutes after the accident. —

~~ MEETS AWFUL DEATH. 


Young Man Decapitated In Elevator 
While at Work. 

Toronto, Aug. 26.—While the body 
of Thomas Davidson descended down 
the elevator shaft of the Traders’ 
Bank building, his head rested on a 
cross-beam on the ninth floor, haying 
been severed as though by a guillo- 
tine by one of the heavy weights of 
the elevator. 

Davidson, who had been but. a short: 
while in this country, engaged at the 
Traders’ Bank building about two 
weeks ago, to do general work about 
the building. 

Saturday afternoon about 3 o'clock 
he was washing windows and clean- 
ing about one of the elevator shafts, 
and to do this had to stand on top 
of the elevator and move it down as 
he cleaned. 

He had reached the ninth floor, 
when in some way he stuck his head 
too far oul and the weight of the 
elevator in the next shaft struck him 
on the back of the neck. His head 
was severed by the blow, and the 
headless trunk fell down the shaft, 
while the head remained on a cross- 
beam at the ninth floor.

Deserter From French Army Brutally | 


Murdered. 

Palermo, Aug. 24.—The finding yes- 
terday of two half-burned chests con- 
taining portions of a human body in 
the forest of Belletampe brought to 
light a brutal murder and led to 
the discovery of an extensive plant 
for the manufacture of spurious. bank 
notes. Italy has recently been flood- 
ed with counterfeit money. The vic- 
time of the murder was identified as 
Henry Francois, a deserter from the 
French army. 

A local engraver, his wife and two 
merchants were arrested both as the 
assassins and as counterfeiters. The 
motive of the crime is alleged to have 
been the fear of betrayal by Francois, 
who was a member of the gang.

POWER OF THE LORDS 


Question to Be Forced to an 
Early Issue. 


FEW MEASURES ARE PASSED 


Serious Political Problem In Britain 
| —Cabinet Ministers Make Vigorous 
Speeches—Will Ask the Electors 
for Verdict — Bills Thrown Out 
by the Upper House — Cam- 
{ paign for Reform Outlined. 


‘ London, Aug. %.—OL the many 
measures promised in the King’s 
apecch at the opening of the present 
session of Parliament, which will be 
prorogued next Wednesday, but few 
have reached the statute books. 

Like the education bill and the plu- 
ral voting bill, the most prominent 
measures of the last session, and 
‘which were thrown out by the House 
of Lords, the Irish council bifl, which 
was to have been the most important 
piece of legislation at this session, met 
with early defeat, bat in a different 
way. The education and plural voting 
bills gave the Liberals an opening for 
@ campaign against the House of 
Lords, which as indicated in the 
speeches of Herbert H. Asquith, for- 
mer Home Secretary; Richard B. Hal- 
dane, Secretary of State for War; 
Chief Secretary for Ireland Birrell, 
Winston Churchill, at various meet- 
ings throughout the country Saturday 
night, is to be carried on vigorously 
during the recess. 

A licensing bill, the object, of which 
was to have been to diminish the 
evils of drink—another question on 
rwhich the two Houses promised to 
clash, and on which the King’s speech 
intimated would come up during the 
session—was put off on account of the 
pressure of work; but the Government 
found in the Scotch small landhold- 
ings’ bill, which Lord Rosebery made 
his: reappearance to attack, a substi- 
tute which the House of Commons 
passed by a large majority, but which 
was withdrawn by the Government 
oa aecount of the antagonistic atti- 
tude of the peers and the antagonism’ 
shown in Scotland and throughout 
the kingdom by the Labor party. This 
‘action of the House of Lords becomes 
a weapon for attack in the campaign 
for the reform of the Upper Chamber. 

The Irish universities’ bill, which 
also was catalogued in the King’s 
speech, was not introduced. 

Among other bills which came up 
was the Irish evicted tenants’ bill, 
which the House of Lords so radical- 
ly amended that there is little likeli- 
hood of the House of Commons final- 
ly accepting it in its altered condition.
